County Commission Selects Enterprise Jail Site 


National Security's: 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion voted 5-1 to accept the 
offer of the Enterprise City 
Council for a 2.8 plot of land to 
build a jail for the Enterprise 
division of Coffee County. The 
site is the paved area behind 
the Enterprise courthouse, 
presently leased to the county. 


The decision was made 
despite the strong objections of 
Probate Judge James Sawyer

a jail in Enterprise. Also 
Opposing the decision was 
Charles Ward of Enterprise,

Reynolds wanted the com- 
mission to take ‘‘core dril- 
lings’’ of the soil in several 
sites before making a decision.

Beckham wanted time and 
voiced preference for some 
other site, while Sawyer was 
strongly opposed to the site 
selected and stated it was for 
the benefit of the ‘bankers 
and the lawyers’’ and would 
result in failure of the petition 
for one courthouse and would 
insure ‘‘two of everything for 
the next fifty years.’’

they need it or not.’ According 
to Sawyer, one jail and one 
courthouse in Enterprise would 
eliminate this. 

The motion on the site was 
made by Commissioner Don 
Smith in a special meeting 
Tuesday morning and was 
made after all other business 
had been disposed of without 
dissension. Immediately Beck- 
ham opposed the action, noting 
the original date of selecting a 
site in 1S days had already 
passed, and he wanted to look 
at this site and others before 
making a decision. He also 
wanted some input from 
surrounding landowners. Smith 
noted the time in the original 
motion had run out, they had 
looked for land on Highway 84 
West and can’t find any 
suitable. 

At this point Commissioner 
Max Reeves seconded the 
motion and Beckham continued 
his debate. He said he, ‘had 
no objections to locating the 
jail behind the courthouse, but 
the intent of the petition 
(petition for one courthouse) is 
to unite the county. A site on 
the North end of the county 


would show’ Elba, New 
Brockton and others that 
Enterprise was giving’ up 


something and they would also 
agree to give up someting.’’ 
He continued with ‘'] want the 
people to speak, want them to 
come in and sign the petition, 
and let us vote on it one way 
or another. If vote fails, let's 
come back here, build a jail 
and continue our dual system 
for the next one hundred 
years,”” 

Smith vted the petition 
efforts started a year ago and 
this judge (Circuit Judge 
Gamble) has given us until 
December 29th.”’ 

Sawyer noted he couldn't 
make motions but could enter 
discussion. He said, “I can 
give you several reasons we 
should look elsewhere. We 
don’t have enough room for a 
jail and sufficient parking for 
the people of the Enterprise 
division of Coffee County and 
anyone could have seen if they 
had looked at the parking lot 
during tag buying season’’. 
Sawyer also stated this location 
was for the convenience of the 
bankers and lawyers. 


The judge also said, “‘I 
have hoped for a long time we 
could have one courthouse and 
one jail for Coffee County. If 
we do it here (build jail) we 


will have two courthouses and 
two jails for the next fifty 
years.”’ 

Beckham noted that the jail 
experts recently in Coffee 
County estimated it would cost 
$150,000 (the amount currently 
Operating the entire sheriff's 
department) to maintain a jail 
according to current federal 
guidelines, 

Some local citizens were 
recoginized by the chairman 
and the last of these to speak 
was Wilbur Warren of Enter- 


prise. He state he was in favor 
of the jail in the proposed 
location and was in favor of 
two courthouses. He then 
turned to Ward and instructed 
him, “You can remove my 
name from your petition...and 
my wife's also. 

Commissioners Rex Bout- 
well, Gilmer Grant and Jack 
Hornsby didn’t enter into the 
debate but when the vote was 
taken they voted for the motion 
while Beckham cast the lone 
Opposing vote. Sawyer has 
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the corner where the electrical 
wires enter the greenhouse.

said after the meeting that 
Boutwell, Grant and Hornsby 
voted for the motion to kill the 
petition to move the county 
seat.

Our County Commissioners accepted a plot of land for an 
Enterprise jail Tuesday, but not without disagreement. We have 
trouble understanding how to publish a newspaper and surely 
don’t understand the way politicians think, but are usually 
puzzled over the strong unity between the three District 4 
commissioners and the Probate Judge James Sawyer the day the 
resolution for selection of a new site was made, and the obvious 
upset of Sawyer and Commissioner Bennie Beckham when they 
yoted on a site, even after the deadline that the three from 
District 4 had set and the Judge had voted for to break the tie. 
We often hear of those in the background that ‘‘pull the strings’ 
of elected officials and our County Commission is not immune to 
this speculation. If we listen to all the talk, we would believe 
that no elected official moves without his string being pulled and 
sometimes the rumor mills have the so-called ‘‘different sides’ 
each pulling the same politician. Under this theory, us average 
folks never get any say-so, but I have to think as Commissioner 
Don Smith said about him being a farmer, living out in the 
country and getting calls and visits from a lot of folks other than 
bankers and lawyers. 


Sawyer also commented that the ‘‘other commissioners’’, 
meaning those from District One, Two and Three voted for the 
site to ‘‘kill’’ the petition for one courthouse. I guess he didn’t 
think about the outcome being the same if those three had 
abstained from voting because the construction would be in 
another district. (the vote would have been 2-1 and the motion 
would still have carried). 


The City of Elba apparently will not be buying the land off 
Smith Avenue for a landfill. A petition from land owners in the 
area opposed, city officials felt the site was too high for the usable 
land, etc. Frankly I hope they leave the landfill business to the 
county. The expense for operating is much higher than the 
expense for dumping in someone else’s hole. It would be better, 
since we are already paying the county,if we hauled all our trash 
and garbage to the county landfill instead of burying a lot of it 
across from the airport and constantly staying in trouble with the 
health department.

The psalmist counted his 
blessings as he journeyed to- 
ward the temple for worship.

Paul told the 
people at Athens, ‘‘God is not 
far from each one of us, for in 
Him we live and move and 
have our being.”’

PSALM 103:1-4,12 
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Mt. Zion 3 ol Church is located near Mixon’s Cross Roads 
on the Victoria Road, about one mile West of the Folsom Bridge 
over Pea River on State Highway 167. The church was constituted 
in 1904, and was received into the Pea River Baptist Association 
in their annual meeting at Calvary on November 5, 1904. A little 
later the church joined the Haw Ridge Association and remained 
in that association for several years, possibly unti! the fall of 1908 
when it was received into the united Coffee County Association in 
its organizational meeting also at Calvary. 

Tradition says that phere services were held in the Mt. 
Zion Community as far back as 1893 by itinerant preachers. They 
would speak from a buggy and the congregation would either 
stand or sit around under the trees, 

Orginially the Baptist Church building was located on the 
West side of the cemetery, and there was a Methodist church on 
the East side. On August 9, 1935 the Methodist sold their 
building and lot to the. Assembly of God group for $175.00. The 
Assembly of God congregation later moved to another location, 
and Mt. Zion bought their lot on December 7, 1950 for $50.00. In 
1953 the Mt. Zion building was torn down and rebuilt on the 
purchased lot East of the Cemetery. 

The records of the establishment of the church have been lost, 
and we have no definite record as to whom was involved in its 
organization. T. C. McDurmont was listed as the first pastor, and 
probably had a part at ledst in starting the church. He was there 
in 1904 and for several years after. 


At the beginning services were held on Saturday and Sunday . 


mornings once a month, Later the Saturday service was chang 
to the evenings. The church remained quarter-time for 
years. For the past fifteen or twenty years services have been 
held each Sunday. 

For several years around 1910 the church failed to report to 
the association and may have been inactive, or without a pastor. 
G. E. Parker was pastor in 1913 and served for about three years. 
He was followed by Gordon Andrews. The church also failed to 
report in 1918. 

J. L. Hogan was pastor in 1920 to 1922, and was succeeded by 
M. J. Walding of Ozark. Apparently the next pastor was L. 
Bishop. He served for one year. J. E. Plant bacame the next 
pastor for a year, and was followed by W. J. Willis also for one 
year. Plant was called again for 1929-1930, and perhaps longer as 
the pastor was not listed for 1931-32. 

B, F. Pierce was pastor in 1933. After Pierce, W. T. Plant was 
called. This was evidently his first pastorate, as Mt. Zion 
requested his home church, Woodland Grove, to ordain him. He 
served Mt. Zion for two years. 

B. F. Lowery served a total of at least three times for several 
years each. His other terms of office began in 1945, and 1961. 
Around 1940 C, G. Kerby of Opp served as pastor, and was 
succeeded by Huey Ziglar who served for about four years. 

Some of the early Clerks were J. Boutwell, I. A. Martin again, 
J. H, Bachelor, Ewell Blanton, I. A. Martin the third time, H. D. 
Strickland, C. H. Moseley, and Brantley Williams. 


When this writer came as Director of Missions for the Coffee 
County Baptist Association a number of our churches including 
Mt. Zion did not have an active Sunday School. Arrangements 
were made to reorganize the school at Mt. Zion on the First 
Sunday in April of 1947. At that time the Baptist Sunday School 
Board in Nashville was furnishing free literature for new Sunday 
Schools. We ordered the literature and took it up to the church 
community the week before the school was to start. 


It had been raining for several days and the dirt roads were 
very muddy. However we mvde it fine until we reached the Pea 
River bridge. As we topped the old wooden bridge we saw that 
the flooded river was running across the road for about a hundred 
yards beyond the bridge. There was no way to tell the depth of 
the water by looking. So we pulled of our shoes and rolled up our 
trousers and waded through. The water reached just below the 
knees for most of the way, but one spot was a little more than 
knee , but we decided that by getting a good start and 
keeping the car in low gear we might make it. So we backed up 
on the bridge and then ploughed through. As there was a cross 
roads just beyond the church we felt that we could get out by a 
different route. However there were muddy hills on the other 
three ways, and so we had to come back through the flooded 
overflow of the river. This is indicative of the kind of roads

church. For unknown reasons the pastor asked all of the church 
officers to resign and to turn in their books. On the next Sunday 
this evidently had not been done, so he reiterated his demand. 
The officers complied on the spot, and the church proceeded to 
elect new ones. It was remarkable that the pastor could do this 
without being himself discharged. We must only speculate as to 
his motive. He may have felt that they were failing to do their 
jobs, or it may have been a stratagem to replace one or more of 
them. Suprisingly it seemed to have worked.

Disaster Programs 
Covers Low Yields 


ASCS Says 


Producers who have 
suffered severe vrop losses this 
year because of natural 
disasters may be eligible for 
disaster payments, according 
to Robert English, Chairperson 
of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation (ASC) Com- 
mittee. 

“The disaster provisions 
authorize payments to program 
participants whose wheat and 
feed grain crop yield is less 
than 60 percent of the es- 
tablished yield times the 
acreage planted for harvest,"’ 
English said. He pcinted out 
that this payment is based only 
on the dificiency in production 
below 60 percent. For rice and 
upland cotton, the payment is 
based on préduction losses 
below 75 percent. 

Applications for low yield 
payments must be filed within 
iS days after harvest, while 


evidence of the crop is present, 


Program participants are 
also eligible and the disaster 
must also have prevented the 


Planting of other later annual 
nonconserving crops such as 
Soybeans and grain sorghum. 
The ASCS disaster program 
protection against 
drought, flood, hail, wind- 
storm, insect infestation, plant 
disease or any other type of 
disaster which occurs through 
no fault of the producer, 
‘Farmers should keep an 
accurate record of 1979 cr 
production in case they decide 
to prove their yields this 
Spring, after receiving their 
notice of established yields, 
allotments and normal 


acreage,’’ the ASCS official 
Said.

FHA Loans To Be 
Made Available 


Randy Johnson, Coffee 
County Farmers Home 
Administration Supervisor an- 
nounced today that the Far- 
mers Administration Office in 
New Brockton will-be able to 
provide financial assistance in 
the form of loans to bona fide 
farmers including corporations, 
partnerships and cooperatives 
who are primarily and directly 
engaged in agricultural produc- 
tion. Farmers that suffered at 
least a 20% loss of their 
normal per acre production in 
one or more of their basic 
enterprises may qualify for 
reduced interest rates. 

For those farmers who have 
not suffered a loss based on 
their average yields but are 
unable to obtain credit from 
their normal agricultural 
lenders in amounts and at 
tates. and terms necessary to 
permit continuation of their 
normal farming operations may 
also qualify for financial 
assistance. 

These loans may be made 
to applicants to pay install- 
ments of principal and interest 
due, or refinance existing 
debts incurred for farming 
purposes and pay expenses for 
operating purposes.

much like sour cream, it may 
also be used in cooking, 

Use yogurt in appetizer 
dips, toppings, spreads or 
molded salads, It may also 
serve as a dressing for salads, 
vegetables and meats. 

Substitute one cup of plain 
or fruit-flavored yogurt for one 
cup of cold water when making 
gelatin salads. When con- 
densed cream soups are used 
for sauces, thin them to the 
desired consistency with plain 
yogurt. 

Thin yogurt with a little 
water and use it in place of 
buttermilk when making bis- 
cuits. When baking, use % 
teaspoon baking soda for each 
cup of yogurt used. This is 
equivalent in leavening power 
to one teaspoon baking powder 
and one cup milk. 

Spare the heat when cook- 
ing with yogurt. Low tempera- 
tures and short heating times 
are best. Like sour cream, 
yogurt may separate if cooked 
at high temperatures. When 
cooked, yogurt thins out but 
can be stabilized by blending 
in a small amount of flour or 
cornstarch. 


GELATIN TIPS 

Gelatin should be complete- 
ly dissolved before other in- 
gredients are added to it. Add 
fruits or vegetables after the 
gelatin has become very thick, 
but not firm. This usually 
takes about 90 minutes. Drain 
the fruits well to prevent 
adding too much liquid to the 
gelatin. Unmold the gelatin 
about an hour before it is to be 
served, 


FURNITURE CARE 

White spots or cloudy films 
on furniture are caused by 
dampness. Remove these by 
rubbing the area with a cloth 
dampened with turpentine, 
camphorated oil or a solution 
of equal parts of household 
ammonia and water. 

They may also be treated 
by rubbing the furniture with 
0000 steel wool which has been 
dipped in boiled linseed, olive, 
mineral or lemon oil. Or, dust 
cigarette ashes over the spots 
and rub them lightly with 0000 
steel wool dipped in light- 


weight oil. 

After using one of these 
methods, rub the area with a 
dry cloth and polish the furni- 
ture with a wax or a commer- 
cial furniture polish.

General Telephone Asks For 3.9 


Million Dollar Rate Increase 


General Telephone Com- 
pany of the Southeast filed a 
request last week with the 
Alabama Public Service Com- 
mission for a general rate 
increase in its 38 Alabama 
exchanges. The company is 
asking the PSC for nearly $3.9 
million in additional revenue to 
enable it to meet its service 
obligations. GTE’s Alabama 
Division serves approximately 
93,000 main stations in 15 
counties, the heaviest concen- 
tration being in southeast Ala- 
bama. 

W.L. “Bill Entz, vice- 
resident and general manager 
‘or the Alabama Division, said 

that inflation and increased

services have outstripped the 
company’s many cost-saving 
efforts. 


“Just aS inflation has 
afected the individual's buying 
power,"’ Entz said, ‘‘so has it 
affected our company, We are 


business. And, although the 
rates that we charge for service 


are regulated and have been 
unchanged since January 1977, 
the amount we pay for mater- 
ials, supplies and other items 
is not regulated and has in- 
cteased each year. As a 
result, we have no choice but 
to request an increase in rates 
in order to carry out the 
improved and expanded ser- 
vices our customers demand.’’ 

According to Entz, General 
Telephone added more than 
$35.8 million in new facilities 
between April 30, 1976, and 
June 30, 1979, to serve its 
Alabama customers, bringing 


The rate request aiso pro- 
poses a 25-cent charge for local 
coin telephone calls and a 
20-cent charge for calls to 
directory assistance. The dir- 
ectory assistance charge ap- 
plies to calls within a cus- 
tomer’s area code. However, 
the first five calls are exempt, 
in order to allow for a reason- 
able number of calls each 
month. Calls from public and 
semi-public phones and from 
hospital and mote! rooms are 
all exempt. Customers with 
handicaps which make it diffi- 
cult for them to use telephone 
directories can apply for ex- 
emptions to the charge.

The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, November 26, in 
Enterprise, and reported they 
had no plans to present to the 
Grand Jury at a special called 
dd on Monday, December 


LATE BULLETIN 
Grand Jury Hearings Delayed 
Until December 11, Due To 
Conflicting Court Calender. 


The Grand Jury met some 
three months ago and man- 
dated the Commission to either 
begin construction of a new jail 
in Elba, or show plans to 
remodel the existing jail to 
bring it up to Federal guide- 
lines. If these options were 
not acted on by December 1, 
the Grand Jury promised to 
indict each member of the 
County Commission and Pro- 
bate Judge James L. Sawyer. 

When reminded the dead- 
line was fast approaching, 
Judge Sawyer stated the Com- 
mission had not done the 
repairs and had no plans to 
show the Grand Jury. Sawyer 
told the Commission: ‘‘I h 
to be able to post bail Monday 
and not have to go to jail.”’ 

Monday’s meeting lasted 


only two hours, with all com- 
missioners present. Present 
were Gilmer Grant, Rex Bout- 
well, Jack Hornsby, Don 
Smith, Bennie Beckham and 
Max J. Reeves. 

The meeting's first order of 
business was (o discuss a 
request made in behalf of the 
C.B. Williams Estate, which 
asked the county to give a 
quit-claim deed to an aban- 
doned roadway on _ the 
Williams’ property. The road 
will be deeded to the City of 
Kinston for use in a projected 
recreation park by the family. 
The Commission instructed 
Engineer Leslie Mullins to 
draw up the deed. 

Judge Sawyer notified the 
Commission it was invited to a 
RC & D (Resource Conserva- 
tion and Development) meeting 
on Tuesday, December 4, at 
10:00 a.m. in Dothan, at which 
the guest speaker will be Sen. 
Donald Stewart. 

Tax figures presented at 
the meeting revealed that in 
1978 a total of $2,437,000 in 
taxes was collected, while ex- 
emptions came to $134,000. ‘In 
1979, the taxes collected had 
dropped to $2,064,000 while 
exemptions rose to $142,000. 

A small controversy arose 
concerning the new landfill 
site, but the problem was a 
drawing on the deed, and not 
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complaints by local neighbors. 
The deed stated the land to be 
bought included approximately 
3 acres not mentioned in 
original dealings. The parcel 
of land was in the corner of the 


lot, and would up the price of 
the purchase. The Commission 
agreed to check with the land- 
owner and work out the prob- 
lem, 

County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins reported he had re- 
ceived a request to do work on 
a ‘‘field road,’’ because the 
road was in such bad shape the 
landowner couldn’t get to his 
field. Mullins stated he didn’t 
see how the county could do 
the work because it was a 
private road and the road was 
in the Enterprise City limits. 
The Commission agreed it 
couldn’t work the road. 


Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston told the Commission 
that District Attorney Joel Fol- 
mar wished to apply for a 95% 
- 5% Federal grant, and that 
he would pay the county’s 
share (5% or $19) out of his 
own office. The Commission 
approved applying for the 
grant. 

Representatives of the Ala- 
bama Power Company met 
with the Commission to discuss 
removing some security lights 
at the Farm Center. The 
original contract for using the 
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lights recently expired, and the 
Commission wanted to cut out 


some lignts to save energy and 
money, After a lengthy dis- 
cussion, it was decided to 
remove 6 of the 16 lights. 

Mr. Kennetn Ball intormed 
the Commission that because 
of a change in Federal regula- 
tions, the WIC offices must be 
moved back to Enterprise. The 
offices were in Enterprise, but 
were termed unsafe and moved 
to the Farm Center in New 
Brockton. A letter from the 
Federal agency stated that 
since 80% of the county’s 
population was in Enterprise, 
the office should be there. The 
letter also suggested buying a 
trailer and placing it near the 
Health Office in Enterprise, so 
the program would not be 
interrupted. The commission- 
ers stated they had spent a lot 
of money on the Farm Center 
to make it acceptable, and the 
money would now be wasted. 
After a discussion, Mr. Ball 
was told to (1) Get a guarantee 
from the state it would buy 
back the trailer, (2} find out if 
a trailer can be placed in the 
zone, and (3) ask for a 90-day 
extension on the move. 

In Monday’s only other 
action, the Commission ap- 
pointed Frank Britt to serve a 
4-year term on the Southeast 
Menta! Health Board.

This week, the week after 
Thanksgiving, we're going to 
visit Miss Wanda Messick, 
who ISN'T a Senior Citizen by 
any means; but, she IS a 
much-beloved young lady who 
lives at the Elba Nursing 
Home. 


Wanda is only 21 years old, 


having been born December 
21, 1957. As you can see, she 
will shortly celebrate her 22nd 
birthday; so, let us be the first 
of many to wish this spunky, 
cheerful and brave young lady 
“Happy Birthday!’’ 


Wanda is unable to walk or 
talk due to a tragic automobile 
accident which occurred on 
January 18, 1969, on the 
Taylor Mill Road, when Wanda 
was a sixth grader at the Elba 
Elementary School.....an acci- 
dent, the effects of which 
remain with Wanda today, and 
one in which her father, Mr. 
Moye Messick, was killed. 


She was admitted to the 
Elba Nursing Home March 1, 
1979, from the lika Nursing 
Home, where she had been 
approximately two years. Prior 
to that, Wanda had stayed with 
her mother in her mother’s 
home in Auburn until her 
mother’s health failed (she had 
an operation -- yet another 
throwback to the accident), and 
she had to go to the nursing 
home in Opelika. 


As stated earlier, Wanda is 
the daughter of the late Moye 
Messick and Nettie Ruth Nel- 
son Messick. At the time of 
his death, Mr. Messick was 
employed with Garwood In- 
dustries in Enterprise, and 
Mrs. Messick was working at 
Opp Textiles at the time of the 
accident. She had not worked 
any since then, until two weeks 
ago, when she returned to Opp 
Textiles. 


Mr. Messick’s parents were 
John and Lunie Johns Messick, 
both of whom were born and 
reared on the outskirts of Elba. 
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resident of Montgomery. 


Mrs. Messick is the daugh- 
ter of the late Edgar Nelson 
and Mrs. Malzie Taylor Nel- 
son, who makes her home ia 
Auburn now. Both she and 
her husband were born and 
reared in Elba. 


Mrs. Messick’s brother and 
sister are Leon Nelson, a resi- 
dent of Auburn for the past 
five years, and before that 
time, resided in Decatur, Al. 
He is District Manager for 
Lance Company; Mrs. Vester 
N. Ennis is her sister, and she 
and her husband, James W., 
have owned and operated 
Ennis Wholesale House in 
Auburn for the past 35 - 40 
years. Both Leon and Vester 
were born and reared in Elba, 
but moved away many years 
ago. 


Wanda has one brother and 


one sister. They are Wayne 
Messick and LaOQuida M. 
Miller. 


Wayne is an insulator for a 
construction company, and is 
affiliated with Local 48, out of 
Atlanta, Georgia.
